result earnest reflection and constant 
practice, essential requisite for securing 
and preserving the teacher’s authority. 

has been said, and with much truth, that the 
average child “anarchy propensities,” all 
which are the alert and ready burst forth into 
action whenever circumstances are favorable. More- 
over, these propensities are more readily called into 
action and require additional momentum, when the 
child finds itself the company other children. If, 
then, the teacher allows himself swayed this 
“anarchy,” that say, does not the instant 
control himself bring into sharp contrast his 
self-possession and the importunity the child, his 
authority will submerged the flood passion 
wave covers wave. There will interchange, en- 
tanglement agitations, encounter with equal arms 
two forces beyond control. The victory and what 
victory will the side the one who shouts 
the louder and persists the longer his obstinacy. 

the other hand, self-control presents itself the 
outset superiority which agitation can resist. 
The child will feel instinctively that against will sure 
itself, because self-possessed, agitation powerless. 
There is, fact, nothing more effective calming 
child that has been carried away sudden display 
temper, than the conviction its part that resistance 

Calmness superiority which itself imposing. 
creates the impression intelligence that clearly 
conceives its purpose, and will that tends straight 
its goal, while leads others follow without ever 
manifesting surprise any form resistance. Now, 
the prime purpose the teacher’s authority direct, 
and order give proper directions necessary 
see clearly; hence the need being calm. Again, 
necessary straight the goal, which makes 
imperative avoid all agitation that might cause delay 
deviation from the straight path, any momen- 
tary jolt shock that might create trouble excite- 
ment; hence the need being calm. 


self-possession, that has become habitual 
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Our physical nature is, were, the intermediary 
between self and the exterior world. True, the 
mirror the soul; but likewise screen, reflecting 
the passing and ever-varying scenes life. 


Physical Self-Control 


The moral reactions the physical features have 
been often and completely analyzed and recorded, 
that the various attitudes and movements the body 
have come regarded interpretation the 
emotions and the actual states the soul. Thus hate, 
anger, and joy turn flush the face blanch with 
livid palor. Fear relaxes the muscles, producing 
drooping attitude, while audacity stimulates the con- 
strictive nerves and sets the muscles for resistance 
attack, with the body bent attitude, the arms sim- 
ulating gestures fight. 

But the body also interposed screen between 
the soul and the exterior world, receiving impressions 
from without, and reacting against them. flash 
light causes the eyelids drop; loud noises and con- 
fusion have stunning effect and tend disturb the 
mind; terrifying spectacle reacts upon the whole 
nervous system. 


Timidity 

Varying with individual temperaments, impressions 
from without may produce sudden reactions which, 
not controlled, will result either timidity violence. 
person who loses control his movements acts like 
the animal which, impelled fear, flees from what ap- 
pears stronger enemy, else assumes attitude 
defense, actually attacks that which seems 
weaker than itself likely overcome. Timidity 
and violence are the two extremes which person 
exposes himself lacking physical self-control. 

Timidity, especially the part the beginning 
teacher, may proceed from various causes. may 
the result extreme sensitiveness the nervous 
system. may also occasioned clear percep- 
tion inferiority arising from physical deformity, 
odd defective manner enunciation, other 
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singularity which makes the teacher helpless victim 
the railleries the malicious and comic imitations 
the part his pupils. 


The Remedy 


comparatively easy enumerate the causes 
timidity; but what more important, discover 
and apply the remedy. the first place, essen- 
tial determine whether the organizing will power 
capable controlling certain reflexes, certain ideas and 
sentiments that give rise the manifestation timid- 
ity. acquire perfect this control, the teacher in- 
clined timidity must endeavor develop within 
himself sense reality, become familiar with what 
ordinarily intimidating, and cultivate sense 
shame for permitting himself these chimerical fears and 
apprehensions. 

matter timid person suffers more from 
the dread evil than from the evil itself. dint 
reflection this conviction takes the upper hand, be- 
comes possible remain passive the most trying cir- 
cumstances. acquire this self-control, the timid 
teacher must therefore convince himself, repeated 
experiment, that what fears reality not 
dreadful had imagined be. will realize, 
for instance, that the eyes his pupils, numerous 
though they and perchance even malicious, gazing 
him intently, cannot pierce him. 

Again, when embarrassment begins cause hesita- 
tion, when his words begin precipitate themselves 
check himself imposing upon himself slow and 
measured rhythm, deliberate articulation, even sep- 
arating his words frequent pauses. all events, 
remedy the evil must have set purpose resist 
the erroneous infatuation, and take reasoned de- 
cision advance dominate his nerves, happen what 
may. one author says: “Bravery fear examined 
and conquered.” 

And what done when timidity manifests it- 
self involuntary movements the body, the 
hands, the eyes? effective remedy practice 
some well-determined pose, devise specific em- 
ployment for the members the body that are respon- 
sible for the trouble. The rhythmic swaying the body 
may corrected practicing the attitude the pub- 
lic speaker, who supports the weight the body one 
foot, while the muscles the other limb are slightly 
relaxed. This position held until faint indication 
fatigue suggests shifting the weight the other 
limb. This movement soon becomes automatic, and 
while giving the body firm pose, relaxes the nervous 
tension and reéstablishes control. 

The movements the hands can regulated 
resting one hand desk table, holding some ob- 
ject, such book pencil, placing hand the 
hip the back, better still, studying the art 
gesture, thus giving definite direction the excess 
nervous energy utilizing proper gestures. 

like manner, prevent the eyes from roving 
about aimlessly, they too must trained pass delib- 
erately from one pupil another, from one group 
another, fixing them momentarily slightly above 
below the eyes the pupil, not directly them. 
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teacher exceptionally small stature, one af- 
flicted with some physical deformity, may preserve his 
authority unimpaired means compensations. 
must observed that pupils are inclined take ad- 
vantage not much the deformity itself the 
annoyance which the deformity causes the teacher. 
succeeds giving them the impression that pays 
attention jocose derisive remarks, their mali- 
cious intent will miss object, and will end there. 

Besides the consciousness inferiority previously re- 
ferred to, there yet another cause timidity and 
hesitation the part the teacher who lacks self- 
control. vague sense insecurity inferiority 
regard the task before him. constantly held 
check the dread being surprised some un- 
expected and insurmountable difficulty. The inevitable 
effect hesitancy, indecision. 

From practical point view, must deter- 
mined chance.” must dare take deci- 
sive step which will prevent him from drawing back 
for further deliberation. Thus, for instance, fears 
undertake interview with pupil who needs cor- 
rection, let him once make appointment for 
fixed time and place. His line action must that 
person who has fallen into the will not de- 
bate, but decide once swim. soldier action 
does things that would never occur him the course 
cool and deliberate reflection. Action means 
inspiration, and the best cure for hesitancy and indeci- 
sion. Necessity the mother invention. 


Violence 

the one hand the lack self-control results 
timidity, the other takes the form violence, 
the sense excess energy actively displayed 
exerted. Its usual manifestation explosion, 
outburst passion uncontrolled reason, hence un- 
reasonable, and such detrimental authority. 

teacher who inclined lose his temper ought 
consider that doing presents his pupils 
spectacle that comical degrading. This con- 
sideration may help him recover self-control. Besides 
undermining his authority and displaying weakness 
for which there ordinarily excuse, this lack con- 
trol produces deleterious effects upon the nervous sys- 
tem well the moral character his pupils. 

critical moment, the violent teacher will readily 
have recourse injurious and unjust epithets, and his 
vehement outbursts and irascible mood will keep his 
pupils subject constant reign terror. again, 
may given hoarding grudges. This tendency 
may first sight seem imply some form self-con- 
trol, since the teacher able contain himself for 
the moment and remember. reality, this form 
violence, like all the others, shows complete absence 
self-control for the spiteful teacher incapable 
stemming the tide his bitter feelings, pardoning 
offense. The only advantage, may call it, 
which possesses over the choleric man, that re- 
tains better pose, and knows how abide his time. 

Finally, violence form malice which readily 
seeks its gratification sarcastic and ironical remarks. 
seems imply excess spleen, the bitterness 
which pervades every word that uttered. What rend- 
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ers all the more inexcusable that implies cer- 
tain cowardice, for the reason that pupil either not 
able, least not permitted defend himself with 
equal weapons. Alas! how often the soul child 
wounded and embittered for life, because the direction 
given the classroom has been lacking kindness. 


The Remedy 


There are other weaknesses resulting from lack 
self-control, such caprice, inconsistency, and various 
personal eccentricities, all which militate against the 
authority the teacher, but these can more easily 
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overcome careful introspection and thoughtful 
consideration their evil consequences. every case, 
the final solution the problem found the 
acquisition perfect mastery self. Actual exper- 
ience brings out bold relief both the qualities and 
the defects the teacher. the greatest impor- 
tance therefore that become fully conscious the 
fact, that the very best qualities educator lose 
great part their value they are not properly con- 
trolled; that the master quality the mastery self; 
and that who master himself the only one 
fit the master others.

the greatest trials newly arrived mis- 
sioners the Orient the national trait 
“saving face.” Even the priests who have spent 

many years enduring the hardships mission life state 
that the ancient and honorable habit “saving face” 
appears countless new forms and places annoy 
and tantalize them even after they have learned 
maintain Oriental patience and tact. 

“Saving face” cannot defined easily. 
custom long standing, national state mind 
which causes each person find great humiliation and 
perpetual dishonor being proved incorrect mis- 
taken and which results his going great lengths 
avoid embarrassment. 

defeated Chinese war lord suddenly announces 
that going abroad study conditions Europe 
else that going abroad travel for his health’s 
sake. one believes his ostensible reason and 
knows that one believes it, but has saved his 
face. 

group students are talking Peiping college 
courtyard. They are speaking French 
authorities have required French conversation 
Tuesdays. Chinese joins the group and speaks 
the Mandarin dialect. One European student, not yet 
versed Chinese niceties, reminds him that 
“French Day.” The Chinese blushes furiously and 
withdraws. does not appear for several days be- 
cause his humiliation. Perhaps leaves the school. 
has lost face. 

private conversation the pastor tells the builder that 
most certainly does not desire window the west 
wall. arrives the scene few days later dis- 
cover that window most certainly has been put into 
the west wall, contrary his express wishes. the 
priest scolds the contractor and forces him fill the 
aperture the mistaken individual will lose consider- 
able face and will obliged honor quit the job 
and even take revenge the priest. So, wise the 
business saving face, the priest calmly says, “You 


were correct not wanting put window the 
west wall. guess that shall have follow your 
suggestion after all and block off that opening with 
bricks.” The window thus obviated and everyone 
happy for bones reputation have been broken. 

The habit saving face common source 
trouble the Oriental schools. Whenever child fails 
secure passing average and confronted with the 
necessity staying back year while his classmates 
are promoted, the child invariably will quit the school 
and elsewhere even though the new school will 
have repeat the year’s work. Saving face requires 
such drastic measures. 

Maryknoll Sister China was determined 
overcome this difficulty. 

years ago,” she said, discovered there 
were some girls class who should have been 
lower grade. They had come from another 
school and since transfer cards are not used they had 
been able get into grade which was too advanced 
for them. 

loss face was out the question 
put them lower grade. carried them along 
best could because did not wish lose them. 
gave them special lower-grade work. the end 
the year was evident that they could not pro- 
moted but was determined keep them loyal 
scholars. 

making the customary public announce- 
ment promotions saw every child individually 
and gave her the annual report. When those who had 
not passed came in, spoke each one kindly and 
tried make her see things the right light. each 
case the student appreciated the delicate sense pro- 
priety which manifested saving face for them 
and their gratitude brought all them back next 
season when they took their accustomed places the 
same old classroom.” 

When all said and done, saving face not trait 
inherent solely the Oriental. all have bit 
our make-up. The Chinese have proverb which 
says “One look, all men” which their way indicat- 
ing Kipling’s observation that the wife the colonel 
and the wife Mr. are sisters subcutane-

How many our students with eight years reli- 
gious training the grammar grades and three 
four years high school, have intelligent and en- 
thusiastic appreciation the thought-provoking and 
love-inspiring words the Missal? And yet, they are 
God’s words, arranged systematic liturgical cycle 
help gain the end our being: know God, 
love Him, serve Him, and happy with Him 
forever. many the book wholly unknown. 
others, private prayers lesser value are preferred. 
For few, very few, there spiritual delight 
the highest kind the pages the Missal. For them 

Earth’s crammed with Heaven 
And every common bush afire with God. 

How make the many see that “Earth’s crammed 
with Heaven,” that our liturgy can help bring 
heaven into our workaday life? For not all see the 
burning bush, and 

Only who sees takes off his shoes, 
The rest sit round and pluck blackberries. 

ever “Earth’s crammed with Heaven,” ever 
tremendous liturgical power and beauty brought 
into our lives, during Holy Week. Yet, how many 


too, vain does Mother Church 


approach reverently and intelligently the ceremonies 
Holy Week, and take off the shoes irreverence, 
least indifference, join the great liturgical 
prayer the Church? How many can follow it, under- 
standing and loving all that goes on? only too 
true, the many merely “sit round and pluck black- 
the music, perhaps, the external 
beauty the ceremonies, but never really enter into 
the holy holies, the innermost meaning the 
liturgy. 

illustrate: Without warning preparation, 
class high-school seniors were asked what they 
recalled the liturgy the ceremonies Palm 
Sunday. 

it’s the time you have stand long while 
they read sing the long Gospel,” came the prompt 
retort. And there was every indication from the tone 
the voice, that the prospect was far from being 
pleasant one. 

Practically all the response elicited was similar 
nature. starting point, therefore, for the purpose 
getting some definite attitude mind, the follow- 
ing statement was made. “You say you hate stand 
for ten fifteen minutes while the most soul-stirring 
part the Gospel yet you say you love Christ. 
Rather, you despise your actions prove it.” 
that point there was veritable storm and whirlwind 


protest. 
“Of course, love Christ. don’t mean that 
way. It’s just the idea And the discussion trailed 


off without bringing light just what the idea really 
was. 

“Then, instead trying justify, what you know 
can hardly justified with good grace, imagine 
atheist coming into this room and overhearing your 
remarks. Write theme stating what might think.” 

The atheist their themes thought many things not 
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all complimentary themselves. They were frank, 
most them. just enough. don’t 
know enough about the ceremonies.” 

One student wrote imaginary soliloquy 
atheist. “There, now, I’ve got just what want. These 
hypocritical Catholics don’t believe half the stuff they 
pretend believe. They growl and grumble when they 
have listen what one their own writers has 
called the ‘Greatest Love Story the World.’ Ah, 
knew it. The little fools have given themselves away. 
Why, every country proud stand and listen the 
great deeds its great men; every nation stands when 
its national anthem sung. And they declare it’s too 
much ask them stand while their so-called 
‘Passion’ being read. They don’t really believe all 
their books tell them; they are running along with the 
crowd; they the mob does, not knowing exactly 
what they’re doing, nor, apparently, caring very 
much what all means. Fine Catholics, those. Give 
atheism.” 

The class agreed, after reading and discussion 
the papers, that the liturgy had not entered much into 
their personal thought-life, and that there was very 
little evidence practice. They had heard 
explained; they had read about it; they had attended 
Holy Mass every Sunday, and often during the week, 
for ten more years. They were surprised themselves 
that still meant little them. 

The cause? They had not made matter 
personal thought and personal application their 
own soul problems. And all things have way 
becoming very vital once make them quite personal. 

The remedy? make the liturgy matter per- 
sonal thought through meditation. 

Pamphlets how use the Missal, scholarly 
treatises the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, there are 
plenty. The group question had been instructed 
the actual use the Missal, and had made special 
study the Mass the second year high school. 

How this class made the liturgy the various 
seasons the ecclesiastical year matter personal 
concern and interest, the subject this discussion. 
They found the liturgy “crammed with heaven,” and 
they longer merely sit round: they discovered that 
phrases which them had before been without mean- 
strange thought stranger tongue now 
became intimately alive and all “afire with God.” 

When the first assignment write meditation 
some meaningful phrase the day’s Mass was given, 
there was another storm protest. Meditation was 
new term, but they soon discovered they had been 
meditating, way, ever since they learned think. 

“Meditation? don’t know Isn’t that 
what the nuns before get the morning? 

The questions were met with counterquestions. “Do 
you love Christ? your Friend? Don’t you care 
think prayerfully and lovingly about Him, write 
your inmost thoughts, ask for help solve your prob- 
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lems soul? Are you sincere wanting know, 
love, and serve God?” 

And the counterquestions were met with sincere 
and emphatic, “Of course, but what has meditation 
with it?” 

simple explanation meditation was given, with 
careful keeping clear all technical terms. Medita- 
tion simply devout thinking about God; applica- 
tion those thoughts one’s personal needs; 
intimate and loving converse with God about those 
needs thanking, loving, petitioning, being sorry. 
Simply this: thinking about God and talking with 
Him. God and our religion mean anything soul, 
meditation becomes necessary and simple 
breathing. 

method, for those who cared for method, was 
outlined class. Give yourself vivid, colorful picture 
hold your thoughts leash, for they may 
veritable hawks pouncing any idea that strikes the 
fancy, butterflies, fluttering and hovering over 
every pretty thought. Meditation not vague, 
dreamy sort thing, but very definite, practical way 
dealing between God and the soul. Let’s call the 
picture our first prelude. 

prayer accomplish specific thing, make 
vivid definite idea, may constitute second prelude. 
For instance, the first prelude was picture the 
Good Shepherd, with the stupid little sheep that had 
wandered off, now perched safely and comfortably 
His shoulders, the second prelude might be, “Good 
Shepherd soul, now that have come back 
Thee, keep near Thee; recall Thy mercy, 
should foolishly stray off again.” 

The first and second preludes are merely intro- 
ductory. The first point may careful thinking out 
the details the picture expressed the first 
prelude the fair pasture where the Shepherd is, the 
prickly brambles from which the foolish sheep had 
been saved, the Good Shepherd Himself all His 
love and loveliness, and finally the stupid little sheep. 
The second point (if the first has been vividly thought 
out) will almost work out itself: What does the 
Shepherd say the soul, what does the soul say 
Him, and what resolutions will the sheep now make? 
There the method meditation. And make 
definite and clear-cut from the start, written work, 
without with name, was insisted on. 

This method was suggested for those who wanted 
one, but the students were free write out their 
thoughts whatever way they wished. One condition 
was required: definite phrase thought suggested 
the Mass the day season had incorporated 
into the meditation. 

the outset the liturgical year, the beginning 
Advent, the class happily wished each other 
“Happy New Year happy Liturgical Year” and 
set out quest. 

few minutes’ browsing their missals proved 
them that the liturgy Advent was filled with 
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thought-provoking phrases that would suitable for 
meditation that would bring home 
them the spirit longing for the Christ Child, and 
the desire prepare for His coming. From the Mass 
for the first Sunday Advent, they chose: “Stir up, 
Lord, Thy power and “Let therefore cast 
off the works darkness, and put the armor 
and lift your heads.” And from the vespers were 
chosen: “In that day the mountains shall drop down 
sweetness, and the hills shall flow with milk and 
honey”; “Behold, the Lord shall come and there 
shall that day great light.” These phrases were 
discussed class, suitable preludes worked out, and 
practical applications suggested. 

The Mass for each the four Sundays Advent 
was carefully read class with eye for “medita- 
tion phrases,” texts that could developed into 
meditation. 

one student the idea tender expectancy expe- 
rienced before Christmas Eve, and the need for earnest 
preparation for it, was suggested the sentences: 
“Stir Thy power and come.” “For now our salva- 
tion nearer than when believed.” “Let there- 
fore cast off the works darkness and put the 
armor light.” her meditation the student did not 
follow any special method, just her own sweet will: 


The world was existing darkness for long, long time. 
Men groped about the darkness for God, for something 
satisfy their souls. Some stretched out their hands and found 
something: “Here’s God, I’ve found Him.” But they were 
left again darkness; did not satisfy. After few thousand 
years came, and showed men how live and love 
and happy, and how die and live again. 

Now, this season Advent symbolized the darkness the 
world; the expectant attitude the folks who are waiting for 
the glorious Christmas Eve, almost tense waiting for the 
light. The very air filled with lovely, tender expectancy, 
one hardly knows what! 

Oh, yes, think, know what are expecting: 
The Light the World! 

How are prepare for His coming? are clothe 
ourselves with the armor light. will the shimmering, 
unsteady light little charities and practices mortifica- 
tion. Then will come and steady with His tiny, yet 
strong hand. will learn understand His lovely great- 
ness, and filled anew with love for the great Lover. And 
that the real Christmas joy. 

and then Christmas like the day after retreat just blaze 
light and happiness, with mighty ambition things, 
big and little, for the dear Christ. 

But armor suggests soldiers, and fighting, and bravery. 
And what miserable little coward am, sometimes. 
Lord, help clothe myself with the armor sweet 
charity, especially for those not like, who annoy 
irritate me. Dear Mother Mary, teach the hard 
lesson charity this Advent; teach that real charity 
love unlovable persons. Help make heart more 
Christlike for His coming.” 


Another student tried make the loveliness and 
beauty the Christ Child reality her thought- 
life. From the quotation, “Out Sion came the love- 
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liness His Beauty,” she developed the following 
meditation 


Babies are all dear, but beyond our little human way 
thinking, how lovely the Baby Jesus must have been and 
the joy Mary derived from His beauty. Pretty golden curls, 
entreating dark eyes, and such sweetness expression, you 
just long pick Him from the rough, straw-filled manger 
and love Him. And now going born again, spir- 
itually, Christmas Eve. 

Dear little Baby Jesus, help prepare myself for Your 
birthday, and help realize all You have done for me. 
think about You now and then, but the thoughts never 
stay long, they are not really real me. You have done 
much for me: make this realization part life, that 
will always show myself truly appreciative and grateful. 
birthday lovely one for You. But again, ask You, lovely 
Infant Jesus, make realize all Your loveliness and Your 
beauty. 


Hopeful thoughts and penitential thoughts were ex- 
pressed their meditations, but the liturgical spirit 
coming joy and hopeful expectancy ran through 
them all. culminated the meditation for Christ- 
mas Eve. 


“This day you shall know that the Lord will come and 
save us: and the morning you shall see His glory.” 

First Prelude: Mary the little gray donkey, beside 
Joseph her heart the melody repeats itself: Tonight 
will come, the Lord will come. 

Second Prelude: Lord Jesus, let the echo that melody 
ring soul today —the Lord will come, Holy Com- 
munion tonight during midnight Mass. 

God who dost gladden with the yearly expectatior: 
our Redemption, grant that we, who now joyfully receive 
Thine only-begotten Son, our Redeemer, may also, without 
fear, behold Him coming our Judge!” (Collect.) 

This busy day, the day before Christmas, want that 
melody ring heart and soul all day: The Lord will 
come. That what Christmas means: Jesus coming into 
life. Christmassy today and tomorrow and always; 
that is, try act Christ would have act, think, 
speak try Christlike always. And that Christ- 
mas: Christ reborn soul.

type problems: the Practical Drawing Correlated 
Art Edition, pages and (in all four lower-grade 
books) are examples boxes, baskets, and interest- 
ing things that may made for special days.

come now the most interesting part the 
exercise, that puzzle surprise element which chil- 
dren enjoy much! slit should made the 
top the basket, and the back the paper just 
below this little cut, place square piece paper 
pasted the bottom and two sides were 
small envelope. another piece paper, six nine, 
pasted (edges only) over this envelope, this little 
pocket will not noticed! this envelope might 
slipped tiny cards with the words “Hug for Daddy,” 
“Kisses for Mother,” and other messages. This story 
picture should represent the children’s idea how 
convey their love their parents; two children 
would have exactly the same picture. When the story 
told, and the messages placed the secret envelope, 
large container envelope should constructed 
and the picture slipped inside. Upon the outside the 
words “Christmas Cheer Mother and Dad” might 
printed; above these words might appear star, 
candle with lines radiating from these symbols. For 
the first second grade, would much easier 
simply fold sheet nine-by-twelve paper two, 
having the Christmas greeting upon the outside and 
the story picture inside. 

may necessary for the teacher the first 
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second grade actually draw simple figure sketched 
upon the blackboard, but let the child use his own 
initiative and imagination whether the figure 
carrying the bundle under his arm, upon his shoulder, 
even upon his head. Never mind the child’s repre- 
sentation crude even funny (as probably will 
be). Try, however, have the sketch well placed 
showing some strokes accented made more heavily.

They are good Christmas problems, 
but not all have sand tables, and any event 
believe that can get better results, affording un- 
limited opportunities for children develop their in- 
dividualism well foster their inborn instincts 
creative work that will colorful, having the 
entire class work upon great mural blackboard paint- 
ing decoration. Procure two three large sheets 
paper (Lecturer’s drawing paper, inches 
good) sheets inexpensive cardboard inch- 
es, and fasten these sheets together means small 
rings string, and thumb-tack the molding above 
the blackboard. The teacher draws the lines represent- 
ing the ground line and skyline, and then, after telling 
the story the children, asks them which ones would 
like draw this shape, and which that shape, and 
on. the children one row are asked draw certain 
shapes which will into the picture, and those other 
rows are asked make other shapes. These drawings 
are made white paper and then colored they may 
cut out colored paper and then pasted upon the 
large sheets paper. The children often use great in- 
genuity placing their contribution particular 
place. The Three Wise Men good theme il- 
lustrated. 

excellent problem which will develop children 
the virtue remembering their prayers, giving 
thanks and offering help, especially this time 
year, may emphasized the following manner: 
Have the children make small booklet four 
more pages. The cover should bright color red, 
orange any color which the child may choose. The 
cover may fastened with ribbon string; the 
teacher should decide this for herself. This project 
might called the Christmas Picture Prayer Book. 
the outside the cover may pasted small star 
contrasting color; for instance, orange star upon 
blue cover yellow star upon violet cover, etc. The title 
PRAY” should printed (or the letter cut out 
and pasted) beneath the star figure child 
kneeling may drawn under the title (Fig. 3).

An- 
other picture the well-known Feeding Her Birds, 
Jean Millet, and here one figure would 
course typify the mother, and the other figures would 
suggest brothers and sisters. Above this picture should 
appear the words “FOR” “WE PRAY FOR,” and 
underneath the reproduction the child would print the 
word “BROTHER,” “SISTER.” 
Many other pictures might placed this Christmas 
Picture Prayer Book, pictures animals people 
who are ill crippled need, and appropriate titles 
printed under each picture. These reproductions might 
collected from any source, even from newspapers 
from magazines; the thought conveyed from the 
picture rather than the quality the reproduction that 
counts most. 

course, since this the “Story Picture” month, 
should certainly show some pictures (such Madonna 
the Chair, Raphael, any reproduction keep- 
ing with the spirit the Holy Season) and relate the 
story Christmas. large reproduction color 
should shown the children, better still each 
child should provided with small reproduction 


this picture; only then will freely express himself 
the ideas which are suggested him the close 
study the reproduction. This close study will teach 
him enjoy the best, and will, with the teacher’s 
help, learn understand more readily the great mes- 
sage conveyed the artist; incidentally will also 
learn few facts concerning the artist.

The Catholic position places unequivocal emphasis 
religion the center education the center 
life. fundamental the curriculum. Its in- 
fluence should ramify into every subject. more 
important than any other subject and all other sub- 
jects. should the pervasive influence the morale 
the school. 

really believed that our educational practice, 
should seriously seeking always 
methods teaching it, richer content the courses, 
wider backgrounds, and more specific training the 
teachers who teach it, and very much better textbooks. 

The textbook American education has been 
dominant factor the classroom. often dominated 
the teacher; the better teachers gave direction. 
was good textbook was often suggestive both 
content and method. was stimulating both 
teacher and student. 

True this is, one amazed find that religion 
only there, generally speaking, failure seek 
such textbooks. 

The catechism, useful is, summary 
Christian doctrine, does not meet the essential require- 
ments. “We were trained,” have been told, that 
means, and that the way these children will 
may pay dollar and half for text- 
book geography, history, but dime enough 
for book religion. Here have insuperable 
difficulty the preparation adequate textbooks 
religion. The lack demand, accompanied lack 
appreciation what really good textbook 
religion is. 

ought sure that the children have the best 
possible textbook religion. Physically, its type must 
suitable for the eyes children the age they 
are using it; its illustrations should truly illustra- 
tive, and appropriate, paper should help make reading 
easy, and every standard typographical excellence 
should complied with. The book should not only 
satisfactory the content and its orderly presenta- 
tion within the experience, language, and capacity 
the child, but should rich pedagogical sug- 
gestion. And where there justified departure from 
current practice any considerable degree, the 
methods handling the material should presented 
manuals for teachers supplementing the text. 

Let receptive such textbooks religion 
every grade school from the primary grades 
the university. Let stimulate those authors and 
publishers who are willing sacrifice their time and 
money the search for the best books for our chil- 
dren. Let hold them the highest typographical, 
pedagogical, and religious standards. Let not deny 
our children such excellent books. Wherever anyone 
succeeds, let everything our power help 
make them succeed. Let base our judgment text- 
books the highest service the children helping 
them achieve their eternal destiny. Let find 
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way give our children the really eminent Catholic 
textbooks, whoever the author publisher, and 
matter what the cost the book, long fair.

Know Our Faith? 


Fifteen thousand sodalists were asked and answered 
this important question: after years religious 
education, many Catholics seem know 
little about their 
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The answers were very illuminating. They were 
classified The Queen’s Work into three groups. The 
first group said they paid little attention the 
religion class. They were not interested. Religion was 
something “handed them God.” They did not 
need study. was easy credit. 

The substance the second series answers is: 


Religion classes were badly taught. They were monotonous, 
repeating year after year the same matter, least content, 
and did not make religion bear practically upon our everyday 
life. 

The third group thought Catholics knew more about 
their faith than they were willing admit. wasn’t 
fashionable know too much about religion. was 
“cute” not seem know. 

there any hopeful group from the standpoint 
the future the Church, these sodalists. 
encouraging and inspiring thing attend their con- 
ventions. makes one proud listen their outlooks 
life, and watch the way they face problems. 
makes religion contagious know them. 

For such group frank about the effects 
our teaching religion should prompt us, their 
own spirit face the problem realistically. Are do- 
ing it? Are seeking the best instrumental aids 
teaching religion? Are seriously applying pedagog- 
ical principles the problems teaching religion 
Are continuing pedagogical errors long since dis- 
carded other subjects for sound reasons 


Self-Respect Education 


wish call attention the principle under- 
lying Father Martin’s article “Saving Face.” 
emphasizes fundamental fact human nature and 
human relations, and therefore educational 
psychology; namely, the importance mental health 
and mental growth self-respect. The student must 
respect himself and we, teachers, must respect him, 
and need add, there must self-respect for each 
other among the students. Such practical pedagogical 
decisions these are involved this principle: 

There shall sarcasm classwork. There 
shall hurting child’s feelings any time but 
particularly before the class. Teaching should 
primarily exposition, rarely argument, for the teacher 
loses whether wins loses. Supervisors should 
never criticize teacher before class. Instruction 
must adapted not only the intellectual capacity 
the child but his own personal sense value. 

There are even more far-reaching effects 
acceptance this principle self-respect philos- 
ophy education. will humanize education. will 
emphasize the individual his totality instead 
fractionally. mental therapeutics this principle has 
achieved wonders. underlies mental hygiene and 
the essential element the rehabilitation individ- 
uals after mental difficulties. will when accepted 
ordinary education prevent mental disease and

Our next problem was how milk was brought the city. 
visited the dairy and found that milk was brought from 
the dairy farm large cans. saw the process bottling 
milk. The children learned the meaning such words cer- 
tified and pasteurized. These words the bottles had puzzled 
the children very much. 

During our discussion the trip the dairy one little boy 
remarked that other animals besides cows gave milk. then 
told the class the milking goat that had home. Other 
members the class remembered that had read that 
camels and reindeer gave milk also. obtained from the 
library some excellent pictures milking time other lands. 
The children drew pictures and wrote stories these animals. 
These formed very interesting booklet. 

read How and Where Live, Allen, the story 
milk. This led the discussion the uses milk. de- 
cided make butter. children brought cream from 
home and one child brought quart jar. Each child took 
turn churning, washing, salting the butter. lunch time 
had little party. each had buttered graham crackers 
and tiny bit buttermilk. All agreed that was the best 
butter they had ever eaten. After eating their own butter the 
children enjoyed the reading “Butter” Rice Rice Pud- 
ding. 

did not have the proper facilities for making cheese 
school learned how was made, and several children made 
home and explained the class. 

spoke the value milk also learned the value 
certain other foods. The children planned some meals suit- 
able for children. During the activity period many children 
made clay food. Some child suggested that they build cafe- 
teria that they might use their food. The boys gladly set 
work making counters and shelves. The girls cut and de- 
corated paper dishes and trays. Each day cashier and two 
waitresses were appointed. These children served not only toy 
meals but also the real lunch milk and crackers. Within 
week the number children taking milk had doubled. 

The children became very interested drinking milk. They 
listened eagerly the health stories The Road Health- 
land. The children vied with one another making posters 
which would encourage other boys and girls drink milk.

Project 


for the Primary Grades 
Sister Clementia, O.P. 


Frequently primary teachers complain that prayer books for 
young children have too many language difficulties. certain 
first-grade teacher met this problem encouraging the chil- 
dren compose their own book prayers. The following 
project relates how was brought about and developed. 

Behavior church was chosen topic for some the 
conversation lessons during the first weeks school. This 
gradually led discussion prayer and prayer books. When 
the latter were talked about, some the children declared 
once that they were unable read prayer books. This was the 
teacher’s opportunity suggest that they compose their own 
prayers. The children responded heartily and the work or- 
ganization was soon under way. 

The following week was spent planning the little book. 
course, only short period was used each day. The teacher 
brought some the simplest prayer books with which she 
was familiar. She directed attention the various parts the 
books, and read extracts from the prayers. These extracts 
were short sentences within the comprehension the children. 
this way background experience was formed. The re- 
ligion period also contributed much this background. 

The contents was planned next. Six parts were decided upon, 
and their headings were follows: Morning Prayers, 


MORNING PRAYERS 


Denar Father in Heaven, I thank . 
You for this dar. 
Father, help.me to mind Mother 
today. 
> me to mind Father. 
me to mind Sister in school. 
me to ve good all the time. 


God, help me to love You. 
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Evening Prayers, Prayers Church, Prayers Before Com- 
munion, Prayers After Communion, Memorized Prayers. 

The next step was choose title. Some those suggested 
were: Children’s Prayer Book, First-Grade Prayer Book, The 
Best Prayer Book. These were written the blackboard and 
the children were allowed vote. Children’s Prayer Book re- 
ceived the most votes and became the title. 

Now the actual work composition began. The prayers 
were almost entirely group compositions. Sometimes only one 
two sentences were developed during the allotted time. 
the sentences were dictated, the teacher wrote them the 
blackboard just she might have done any other black- 
board reading lesson. The sentences were then criticized, and 
the best ones were selected for the prayers. These were built 
upon the fundamental ideas faith, hope, gratitude, petition, 
and love. The following sentences are quotations from the 
Prayers Before Communion. 

Dear Jesus, believe that You are here the altar. 

believe that You are the little white Host. 

believe that You are the Son God. 

believe that You know all things and can all things. 

Dear Jesus, hope that You will take heaven some 
day. 

hope that You will give all the graces that need. 

hope that You will forgive all sins, sorry 
for them. 

each division was completed, the teacher printed the 
prayers composing that division large sheets paper 
(about 12), and arranged these sheets book form. 
Thus the children were able read their blackboard composi- 
tions printed form also. 

When all the divisions were completed, mimeograph copies 
were made older children. The teacher planned the arrange- 
ment the pages. Since there was primer-type typewriter 
the school, the ordinary type was used. course, this was 
not satisfactory, but the children had become very familiar 
with the material and they had great difficulty reading it. 

The books were then sewed together. Pictures were cut 
from old catalogs and pasted the blank pages inserted for 
that purpose. Each child planned his own cover design. 

The values derived from this work, which held the interest 
the children for about four months the school year, were 
numerous. Some them are listed below. 


Religious Values

Written: Correct written forms were observed the teach- 
wrote the sentences the blackboard. Capitalization was 
often discussed incidentally; beginnings sentences, titles, 
names persons, pronouns referring God, etc. The use 
the period was mentioned frequently. 

Reading Values: Each separate sentence was read sev- 
eral children after had been written the blackboard. 
When the entire prayer had been composed, was read from 
the blackboard also. drill work was desired, groups 
words were taken out the sentences for flash-card work. 
Sections the book printed the teacher were read each 
day. Exercises reading both script and print were furnished. 
The reading printed material included the prayers which 
had been memorized the children that time. (These 
were included the request the children.) 

Handwork Values: The books were sewed together. The 
covers were decorated. Pictures were cut out from old catalogs 
and pasted blank pages. 

This project was taken toward the close the first 
semester first grade. this time the children had been 
given enough religious instruction able think 
small way about things religious. They also had fair start 
reading. 

The experienced teacher will find many other possibilities 
this type project. Children intermediate grades could 
compose Mass Book and lead the study the Missal 
the upper grades. 

Group compositions could supplemented individual 
ones which might assigned for outside work. This could 
become very fine extracurricular activity for bright pupils 
activity frequently discussed the present time.

Conference, held Milwaukee, Wisconsin, October 16-19, 
while not neglecting other vital problems, dealt largely with 
various phases Catholic rural education. Diocesan superintend- 
ents schools were prominent among the speakers and delegates. 
The meeting was opened with solemn pontifical Mass cele- 
brated Most Rev. Samuel Stritch, archbishop Milwaukee. 
Most Rev. Edwin O’Hara, bishop Great Falls, Mont., 
founder and honorary president the Conference, preached the 
sermon which declared that “The greatest product the 
American farm neither grain nor hogs, but human beings.” 

Rev. Leon McNeill, diocesan superintendent Wichita, Kans., 
read papers Rural Religious Education and What With 
Our Boys and Girls Public High Schools. Rev. Joseph 
diek, diocesan superintendent Omaha, Nebr., presented paper 
the Basic Importance Education Catholic Rural Life and 
Religion, and another Facts and Fictions Rural Education. 

Rev. James Byrnes, diocesan superintendent St. Paul, Minn., 
presided meeting devoted Rural Recreation. this meet- 
ing, Rev. George Nell, Effingham, discussed The Rural 
Youth Movement; Rev. Vincent Mooney, C.S.C., St. Ed- 
ward’s University, Austin, Tex., chose his subject, Molding the 
Future Through the Boy. 

Rev. John Farge, S.J., associate editor America, presided 
meeting The Farm Family and discussed the Character- 
istics the Adolescent Boy. Problems the Adolescent were dis- 
cussed Esther Mulroy, and the Adolescent’s Religious Training 
was considered Ellamay Horan, Ph.D., editor the Journal 
Religious Education. 

There was special meeting dealing with Rural Religious Edu- 
cation presided over Rev. Joseph Barbian, diocesan super- 
intendent Milwaukee, Wis. The speakers were Rev. Leon 
McNeill, Catechist Viola Wopperer, and Very Rev. Muench, 
rector St. Francis Seminary, Milwaukee. 

Another educational meeting was devoted Rural Secular and 
Vocational Education. Rt. Rev. Msgr. Wolfe, diocesan su- 
perintendent Dubuque, Iowa, presided. The speakers were Msgr. 
Wolfe, Father Ostdiek, and Dr. Ellamay Horan. 

Nearly half the resolutions adopted the Conference were 
more less directly concerned with education and the welfare 
rural youth. The resolutions education were follows: 

Resolutions Education 

Farm School. The Catholic Rural Life Conference believes 
that there crying need this country the present time for 
one more Catholic farm schools and presumes suggest that 
some religious orders give serious attention the possibility 
starting such school section the country that enjoys 
fairly numerous rural Catholic population. 

II. Education. Whereas the rural Catholic school occu- 
pies key position the solution the rural problems and 
whereas can, properly organized and administered, render 
salutary service the rural child, home, and community, 
hereby resolved: 

That Catholic school authorities introduce into the rural

schools carefully adapted curricula which both content and 
method meet the needs, interests, capacities, and specific background 
rural children and reveal them the rich assets the rural 
community. 

That superiors teaching communities arrange for their 
subjects take specific courses rural education, together with 
their courses the other fields normal training give 
them adequate understanding our complete American Cath- 
olic life, both rural and urban, and the same time fit them for 
effective service the rural schools. 

That our Catholic teachers’ colleges, diocesan and community 
normal-training schools and departments education Catholic 
universities and colleges make definite provision for courses the 
rural field, such elementary science its relation agriculture, 
rural sociology, and economics, and general rural education order 
give their students the opportunity fit themselves for effective 
service the rural schools. 

III. Transportation School Children. Because recognize 
and deplore the severe handicaps which Catholic rural parents 
are subjected through the rather general refusal public educa- 
tional executives extend their school transportation facilities 
children attending the Catholic schools, the Conference felicitates 
the Catholic parents those states whose rights the matter have 
been recognized legislative act. consider the present moment 
particularly opportune bring this matter the attention these 
authorities, for the welfare not only Catholic schools but the 
entire community, and pledge ourselves with the 
efforts our Bishops and Catholic educators this regard. 

IV. Motion Pictures. deeply regret that the motion pic- 
tures, which can and should one the most powerful agencies 
for instructing our rural youth useful knowledge and for educat- 
ing them high ideals, should, point fact, produce the 
trary effect. Through their appeal the passions, and through the 
false concept life which they portray, they may reckoned 
one the major causes for unrest and demoralization the 
younger generation the country districts. 

urge, therefore, that not only should parents even 
more aware than they are the dangers that the motion pictures 
present; but that every way possible public opinion brought 
bear upon the producers motion pictures, order that they 
aroused sense their grave responsibility before God and 
man the youth our nation; and influenced take 
proper measures for the reformation the screen.

From Addresses Catholic Rural Life Conference 


SPECIFICALLY RURAL EDUCATION 


present vital need rural Catholic schools for teachers who 
are specially trained deal with the specific problems rural 
schools. This need was stressed Rev. Joseph Ostdiek, diocesan 
superintendent, Omaha, two papers read the Catholic Rural 
Life Conference Milwaukee. 

matter how much importance attaches the adjustment 
the curriculum and the provision proper courses the rural 
school, the teacher still remains the most essential instrument 
instruction,” said. “The teacher must deeply devoted her 


But specific preparation well deep devotion are 
needed the rural teacher. serious question whether 
one can, successfully teach the rural school unless familiar 
with the rural environment, trained the specific skills rural 
education, and devoted the needs and interests rural children. 
serious question whether one can effectively present the 
country-school curriculum unless acquainted with the back- 
ground rural life, the language and figures speech which they 
are wont use and the leisure-time activities which they are ac- 
customed enjoy. fit oneself for such work would seem 
that some specific and differentiated training necessary. 
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can stated without fear contradiction that nearly all 
teaching communities are preparing their members almost exclu- 
sively for teaching the city schools. The specific needs rural 
schools are overlooked.” 

corollary the above situation, and perhaps, some ex- 
tent, its cause, Father Ostdiek finds almost total lack courses 
specifically devoted rural education Catholic universities and 
teacher-training institutions. 


The Rural Curriculum 


Regarding the curriculum the rural school, the speaker said: 
“Tt should our aim make the rural school just well adapted 
and just helpful the country child the urban school 
the city child. 

“No longer sufficient confine the school arts reading, 
writing, and arithmetic. The courses must make use the rich 
assets the rural environment and must answer the modern needs 
rural children. variety educational experiences must 
provided through such activities nature study, elementary agri- 
culture, school gardening, indoor art and decoration, drawing, 
music, elocution, farm-boys’-club programs, etc. Above all, the 
farm-life school must train for leadership, good will, and 
tion; for the girls and boys today, who will the adult citi- 
zens the rural community tomorrow, will have depend 
mutual aid, combined action, and voluntary deal 
equal terms with the forces organized industry. 

“These suggestions not imply that the rural-school curriculum, 
which already heavy, must now overloaded. Indeed the course 
training can enriched and simplified the same time through 
process adjustment. For example, curriculum builders could 
drop the advanced processes complex fractions and decimals, the 
deep mysteries proportion and cube root, the archaic accounts 
wars and battles and the excessive drill the names towns, 
capitals, and rivers. place these elements the human, practical 
life-concerned activities that have been suggested, could substi- 
tuted. small rural schools grades could combined and subjects 
alternated from year year order reduce the number 
recitation periods and provide time for specific rural educational 
experiences.” 


Urges Caution 


But bringing the curriculum into harmony with the specific 
needs rural pupils, Father Ostdiek recommended caution. 
condemned especially the erection costly buildings, which, 
said, “in nearly all cases imposes upon the parish insup- 
portable debt which the authorities try pay off charging tui- 
tion. consequence the poor, whom the Master was 
proud and eager preach the Gospel, are deprived Cath- 
olic education. 

“Tn dealing with the problem rural education must ex- 
ceedingly cautious. the country the financial means are quite 
limited. our proposals should modest, economical, ordinary, 
and above all, calculated meet the needs the greatest number.” 

Referring particular the introduction the vocational 
courses, said: one will doubt the value technical courses. 
But serious question whether Catholic rural schools can 
afford offer them. feared that the advocates these types 
training are chasing colorful rainbow, which the resources 
the Catholic school will never enable them reach. Even the public 
schools that are supported the moneys the taxpayers have 
been forced abandon many these courses during the financial 
stringency the past few years. the pupils our schools are 
enjoy the benefits these technical courses, would seem that 
‘tie-up’ with the public schools must effected. This ar- 
rangement has been carried out several the villages and towns 
our diocese and the results have been most gratifying. The Cath- 
olic pupils have received the benefit such vocational courses 
normal training, domestic science, industrial arts, commercial sub- 
jects, and practical agriculture the public school and the same 
time have remained under the control the Catholic school 
authorities. 

“Vocational guidance our rural Catholic schools seems offer 
little hope going beyond the advice common-sense teacher 
textbook course occupations.” 


RURAL RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
Speaking the Catholic Rural Life Conference Milwaukee, 
Rev. Leon McNeill, diocesan superintendent, Wichita, outlined 
program for the effective teaching religion covering the needs 
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every class parochial-school pupils, public-school pupils, and 

adults. stressed especially the specific needs high-school 

pupils: 

“The teaching religion the secondary level should 
adapted the interests and life problems adolescent students, 
and hence very much different both content and method pre- 
sentation from the teaching the expert, well 
educated religion and trained sound pedagogy, should handle 
the classes. absurd hold that special preparation necessary 
for all courses except those religion, that any busy religious, 
regardless his field major interest, can well intrusted with 
the religion courses. 

“The Conference has given special attention the problems 
the public-school child. this field are dealing with those who 
are religiously underprivileged. carrying out such pro- 
gram, the pastor, often charge several missions, needs band 
workers and these must usually found among the laity. Here 
have field for Catholic Action the highest type and field 
which zealous lay apostles are already laboring great numbers. 

“For these children the Conference recommends the first place 
the religious vacation school. Its big advantage found the fact 
that its daily sessions from three four hours allow enriched 
course religious education, embracing prayer study, Bible history, 
lives the saints, liturgical study and practice, and handwork both 
preparatory and supplementary the more formal catechetical in- 
struction. The Vacation School Manual, which contains plans for 
organizing and operating the vacation school together with com- 
plete outline study for the elementary grades, 
handbook which pools the experience leaders all parts the 
United 

“The public-high-school pupils the vacation schools present 
special problem and the Conference plans build program 
adapted their needs and interests that the high-school pupils 
should follow course study which not only reviews the funda- 
mentals Catholic doctrine and practice but which treats the 
serious problems which they must face now and later life. The 
method for this group should stimulate initiative, call for self-ac- 
tivity, and allow abundant discussion. should aim guide the 
students working out questions and problems, and, arriving 
the truth their own efforts. 

“The Conference insists that there should year-round pro- 
gram religious instruction for public-school pupils. Regular week- 
day Sunday instruction classes should held during the school 
year.” 

Study Clubs for Youth 

“Again let point out that the public-high-school students form 
special group and need, therefore, special program. paper 
read previous meeting this Conference have recommended 
the religious study club with limited social activities the agency 
which promises best results for boys and girls this group. 
have also presented tentative plan for series individual study- 
club textbooks addressed Catholic public-high-school students 
and adapted for use both vacation schools and instruction 
classes during the school year.” 

the former paper, referred above, Father McNeill outlined 
the subject matter for suggested series textbooks for study 
clubs composed high-school pupils: 

“There would.be four major booklets covering the field Cath- 
olic doctrine and practice comprehensive way, with sup- 
plementary booklet which may used follow the study pro- 
gram each the major texts.

prelude the third conference the 
Diocese Albany, the sixth annual education demonstration was 
held the Cathedral Albany, October 22. Most Rev. Ed- 
mund Gibbons presided.

ISSUES ORDER CATECHETICS 


The Chicago diocesan school board has announced uniform 
system instruction for children enrolled the public schools 
and receiving instructions for the reception First Holy Com- 
munion and Confirmation. announcing the plan, the school board 
has indicated that the lengthening the time instruction in- 
volves great advance imparting proper religious knowledge 
the children who are unfortunate that they are unable en- 
rolled parish school. The plan will bring the children into 
closer contact with the Sisters and priests their parishes and the 
deeper knowledge thus gained, the friendly relationships en- 
gendered through these associations, will create, hoped, de- 


sire for attendance the parochial schools. 

1. Children are to be permitted to receive private or solemn Holy Com- 
munion after one year’s instruction. Instructions are to be given in Sunday 
school. 

2. At the age of seven, the child will begin to attend Sunday school. Thus 
the child will be eight years of age when receiving private or solemn Holy 
Communion. The child may, however, begin Sunday school earlier, but wii? 
receive credit for attendance from the seventh year on. 

3. Special instructions are to be given to the child at the age of ten. These 
special instructions are to be given to the child for two years before the child 
permitted receive the Sacrament Confirmation. Where there custom 
private and solemn Holy Communion, both solemn Holy Communion and 
Confirmation may be received on the same day. 

4. A child upon reaching the age of ten must attend Sunday school every 
Sunday morning or afternoon, according to local custom, for two years. In ad- 
dition to this, the child must receive special instructions for six weeks, two or 
three times each week, in the church, school, or in any other place, at the 
pastor’s discretion. This instruction is to precede Confirmation. 

5. Children should be encouraged to attend Sunday school from the age of 
seven until Confirmation.

and credit will be given for each day of attendance. The diocesan school board 
will supply these credit cards at a nominal cost. 

The Sisters will conduct supervise the Sunday-school classes ac- 
cordance with the agreement contained in their contract with the pastor. 

8. The Sisters will likewise conduct or supervise the week-day classes dur- 
ing the six weeks intensive preparation before solemn Holy Communion and 
Confirmation. These classes, however, should also be conducted, or at least 
supervised by the pastor or one of his assistants.
